One 
of the men attacked the owner of the sampan 
with a knife, or other sharp instrument, inflicting 
three wounds on-his head and oric on his right 
arin, while another struck him in the face with a 
Damboo, lnuising his check and closing up his 
left cye. ‘Two of the attacking party also seized 
the wife ofthe sampan man, roughly handling 
her, though not injuring her, and divested her of 
ueverjewellery she hadon her person. Thecrics 
oftheinmatesof the sampan for assistance attract- 
ed the attention of the people belonging to another. 
sampan lying near, whoik the thieves threatened 
to kill if they attempted to call out, and who, 
therefore, it apy ined silent lest they 
should be also attacked, ‘The thieves, abandon-

in the dircetion of Tsim-tshi-tsoi, where they 
jumped ashore taking’ with’ them clothes and 
jewellery from the boat to the value of over 
seventy dollars, Meanwhile, the sampan pros 
ple whom the pirates threatened to kill if 
they called out, pulled to the.

THE LOOCHOOS.

A report from. Okinawa Ken. (Loochoo) gives 
the following information :—- There are over 
$3,c99 dwellings. in the prefecture, with over 
8to,coo inhabitants ; 153,020 being males and 
158,009 females, ‘The average number of peaple 
living in cach house is therewre-avout 5, Mad it 
is no unusual circumstance to see 8 children in 
one family. Napa contains over 4,009 houses, 
and shuri about 5,000. ‘The former town has 
a population of over 30,cco people, and there 
are seven markets in it, those. for the sale of 
fis and meat being open morning and evening. 
Three small islands close to Napa, called Wa- 
taruchi, Nahanoshima, and Yukari, contain the 
houses of ill-fame, which number about. 1,000. 
There are over goo singiny-girls in them and 
about 3,400 prostitutes. Abuut 109 vessels are 
constantly at anchor in the harbour of Napa, 
and therg is another harbour called Usitenko, 
about 20 1) disiant, which is equally well fre- 
quented. ‘There is no safe anchorage at the 
island of Miyako duting heavy gales. Even in 
the winter the the:mometer rarely .falls below 
G2 or 63 deg., and in summer it averages 94 
or 95 dey, in the shade at noon, and gz or 93 
deg. at night. ‘Chere is buc litle rain’ during 
the winter months, but a good deal falls in. 
summer, In Miyako and Yayeyama it is so hot 
that the people do not walk abroad in summer 
except. after rain, “There are four or five police 
constables. at Ishigake-jima, Miyako, and the 
extreme heat is shown by the fact of their always 
wearing hempclothing during summet. In Napa 
about 300 tiles per tsubo were used for roofing the 
houses of the nobles, while. in Japan Go tiles per 
tsubo answered the same purpose, A strange 
regulation foimerly prevailed, under which the 
use of tiles was limited to the town of Napa alone. 
The people of ‘that town also use mats, while 
elsewhere they have bamboo floors. «When the 
nobles attend ceremonies they dress in silk, but 
for ordirrary occasions they wear cotton of superior, 
quality in Decernber, January, and February, and 
hemp cloth during the other months, The lower 
classes are clad in dashofu (banana cloth). - The 
food of the better class is principally rice, that 
of the interior rice grucl, sweet potatoca, and 
occasionally pork. ‘The nobles use tea worth 
ubout go sen per kin, Sut that ordinarily 
consumed is valued at but 2.50 yen per 4o kin 
Saké gocs by the name of awachin, and 
liquor in common use is called awamort, it is 
mixed with twice the quantity of water when 
drank. Black sugar, coloured cotton cloth, and 
awamori are the principal products exporied. 
: About 700,000 casks, of sugar, 10,000 pieces of the 
cloth called, satsumagasurs, and 1,800 bottles of 
awannori, cach containing 3 to, are sent aivay an- 
nually. About 56 familics at Yamagawamura 
are engaged in brewing awamori, and it is said 
the feed pigs on the Jecs, - This is a profitable 
undertaking, for 100 pigs will clear 1,000 yen per 
annum. The silk cloth of best quality ismade at 
Yamagawamura, cach piece costing about 25 
yen. In weaving three men are engaged. One 
works the machine, and the two others look to 
see the pattern comes out all right.. These men 
Teccive 4 sen wages per diem cach, The red 
clay used in making procelain comes from Kume 
Island. Yaycyama Island abounds in coal, sea- 
slugs, and sca-weed of prodigious dimensions.— 
Hiogo News. : oe

Opium 
smoking was general thydiughout the whole of 
China, which the missionarics themselves ad- 
milled. As he had previously stated, the prac- 
tice was not only: innocuous but benelicial. ‘The 
drug was grown extensively in most provinces, 
which shows that the Governinent of China not 
only permitted but cncouraped its culture. Mr 
Brereton repeated that so far from the British 
ft ely engaged in the trade 
and making fortunes by‘opium, the whole trade 


Fwas in the hands of three firms, and that 


it was a matter of indifference ‘to the mer- 
chants’ whether the opium trafic was abo- 
lished of not. He spoke highly of the British 
merchants in China, to whose honour and recti- 
tude and kindly intercourse with the natives the 
present good understanding belween’ the two 
countries was mainly due. ‘They bad done much 
to break down the er of prejudice within 
which the Chinese had lodged themselves, and 
so prepared the ground for missionary Jabours, 
in whose ultimate success he expressed confidence, 
Mr. Brereton went exhaustively into the subject, 
adducing a mass of evidence in support ot his 
We understand the lectures will be shorlly 
published.—London and China Express.

Mr. Dalgleish, writing from Yarkand to an Ine 
dian paper, says that although his dealings with 
the friendly Chinese are sniooth and pleasant, 
yet the native, Bers and Tung Ches (official 
interpreters) must’ net be lef out of the calcula- 
tion, He says “These egs are a sorsy crew ; 
they are all traitors, invizuers, and oppressors of 
the common people, and as they form the only 
class which has the ear of the Chinese authorities, 
iy dy a vast amount of mischief in the country. 
Keing men of the Jate Amir’s time, they are well 

cquainted with the mannor in which that astute 
tuler, and his still more astute lieutenant, the 
Dadkhwah of Yarkund, treated sir D, Forsyth 
and Mr, shaw; and if we did not’ stand as well 
as we do with Chinese they would try and imitate 
the Dadkhwal’s tactics even now; that is, 
they would ply us with Mattety and hospitality, 
while ceerkily thwarting us in getting a footing in 
the country, their belief being that if once the 
English get a ‘footing, they wilt become the ad- 
visers of the rulers, and thatthe power and gains 
of Begdom will be at an end. Indeed, they pro- 
bably advise the Chinese authoritics in that 
strain to the present day, but so far the latter 
have not acted upon their advice, With some of 
the officers, expecially with those from Hankow, 
1 am on veiy intimate terms ; but they are too- 
fond of talking politics, while I desire to avoid 
politics and play only. my ond fide part of British 
merchant.’ ‘They tell me that the Russians have 
cvacuated I}i, and that Chinescrulvis again in force 
there. But it savours a little of Celestial brig, for 
itdoesnotappeartomethatthetreaty is in working 
order yet, as the treatment of the Nogoi traders 
and other Russian subjects at Kashgar is very 
harsh, and no European Russians have yet made 
their appearance.

kept and well fed, I noticed also that, the 
Yangi shahr had undergone a gocd deal of 
repair since the Amir’s time ; thus the archway 
at the entrance has been rebuilt and is now all 
“pucka,” and they have put up an iron gate fully 
five inches.thick. .But in these matters the Chi- 
nese trust too much to outward show, such as 
would impose on an Asiatic enemy, but which 
would avail nothing if the Russians were to pay 
them an uninvited visit.”
